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a. Of the three groups operating la Hone, the AECASSOWARIBS were 
by far superior. This to a large extent say have been Sue to the 
leadership of AICA3S0WARIES 2 and 29 both of whoa can be considered 
mature and professional operators . After the arrival of ABCASSOWARY 29 
in Borne, he became the chief of operations thus freeing ABCASSOWARY 2 
of the day-to-day contacts and permitting him to devote more time to 
planning. The AJSGA380WARY reports prepared by ABCASSOWARY 29 summarising 
the handwritten documents of the various individuals participating in 
this operation are now being translated by AECAS80WARY 15 ao that the 
information in these reports has not as yet been collated* Preliminary 
estimates, however, would seem to indicate that this group came up 
with at least eight target personalities and that they identified at 
least three car four BIS types. 

I b. She incipient operation described in reference aimed at a 
fnuVRRAYRABYTSIA never really got off the ground. We did not find 
an yone whose name even remotely resembled that of the alleged KSAXKANYTSIA . 
The eyewitness report on this individual steamed from a George^HAROSTEJ 
who allegedly saw KRAYHAHYTSIA at the airport when the latter arrived in 
Rome. Either George HAROSTEJ invented this information or else 
KRAYHAKYTSIA had in the meantime changed his name. That such an 
individual did In fact exist at one time was attested to by Rev. (fnu) 
(possibly Iven)t8ARAR but no amount of our cheeking the documents and
